tsed: | We had hoped for, the next great ¢ bullding of a bridge across the Santiam at
pasly, | Lebanon, or at any more feasible poiut,

if such there be, for the accommodation of

Santiam. We have shown that one of the
richest and most productive districts In the
county, in which reside nearly or quite one-
third of our popuiation, are practically shat
off from the county-seat and the balance of
the county by this barrier, the Santiam
river, during a portion of the year. On
several different oceasions petitions, largely
signed by prominent citizens, not only resi-
deunts of the Forks, but of other portions of
Hooorable Commissioners, asking that a
suitable bridge be built across the Santiam
at Lebanon, the petitioners agreeing to
pay = portion of the cost of such bridge.
As it is announced that the county is now
entirely tree from debt, a more anspicious
oceasion for presenting and urging the
claims of the people in the Forks
in this behalf could not be selected.
County Court convenes next week, and the
friends of the enterprise should use all the
intervening time in fortitying and strength-
ening their petition, and in securing the
fullest data to lay before that honurable
body, to the end that they may have a fair
and impartial hearing and secure faverable
consideration of the subject.

‘The citizens immediately interested cer-
talnly have exhibited a commecdable
spirit in proffering contributions of $4,000
or £5,000 toward a work which not oaly
will prove immediately beneficial, but will
inerease in valve from year to year to that
whole section ot country as well as to the
general interest and benefit of the citizens
of the whole county. After a thorough
canvass of the matter, it seemns to us that
no well founded cobjection can be urged
agninst the county’s paying at least one-
bhaif the cost of a s0 much needed public
work.

The contemplated bridge will be 330 feet
from one abutment to the other, with one
pier in the center. One abutment s
already constructed by nature, decreasing
the cost of the bridge. which., upon careful
estimate, will not exceed $10,000. We do
not believe that any serious or formidable
opposition will be offered against an enter-
prise of such vital importance to the in-
terests of the people of the Forks of the
Santiam, and affecting more or less the
general interests of our whole people. as
does the building of such a bridge. When

no reazonable objection can be urged to the
appropriation by the county of the neces-
sary funds to build the bridge. The pecple

the cash necessary to bmild the bridge, and
they will also pay their proportion of the
tax assessed upon property throughout the
county to raise the balance. Can anything
be more just or fairer on their part? The
bailding of the bridge will prove largely
beneficial to this eity, as all the trade
hitherio driven to Marion county because
of the dificulty experienced in crossing the
Santiam, wili then come here.
